The prior art of record fails to disclose or suggest a metal-plated polyester articles 
wherein the molded polyester layer is comprises the recited filler particles in the specified 
amounts and sizes, and wherein the polyester layer is further radiation-crosslinked and etched to 
form a textured surface, wherein the metal layer has the recited interlayer adhesion and surface 
roughness, in view of the showing in the specification with respect to criticality and improved 
performance. NAKAMURA ET AL and MURAO ET AL 360 and SUZUKI ET AL 724 fail to 
disclose plated polyester substrates containing the specified amount and size of the recited filler 
particles, in view of the showing in the specification with respect to criticality and improved 
performance.
